WE  NOMINATE 

The  "Five  in  Every  Six"  who  next  week  will  dig 
down  to  support  the  Princeton  Community  Chest's  whirl- 
wind "Eleven  for  One"  campaign  for  $94,700,  a  record 
peacetime  goal  that  reflects  both  the  terrifying  costs  of 
existence  in  1947  and  the  heartfelt  desire  of  Chest  author- 
ities to  hold  their  budget  to  a  desperately  needed  min- 
imum. In  remembering  the  Chest,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  and  Miss 
Contributor  will  be  discharging  one  of  man's  oldest  obli- 
gations to  his  fellow  men  while  realistically  investing,  in 
accordance  with  ability  to  invest,  in  the  future  well-being 
of  this  restless,  ever-growing  community. 

Because  overhead  expenses  are  held  within  the  bounds 
of  common  sense,  ninety-seven  cents  out  of  every  Prince- 
ton dollar  given  during  the  58-hour  house-to-house  can- 
vass, opening  next  Friday  morning,  will  be  earmarked  for 
the  use  of  the  Chest's  11  operating  agencies.  Some  30 
per  cent  of  the  total  raised  will  help  make  up  Princeton 
Hospital's  operating  deficit,  another  19  per  cent  will  go  to 
the  30-year-old  Y.M.C.A.,  16  per  cent  to  the  Social  Service 
Bureau  and  so  on  down  to  comparatively  trifling  amounts 
for  the  eminently  worthwhile  Playgrounds  Program,  the 
Girl  Scouts  and  the  Planned  Parenthood  League. 

A  gift  to  the  Community  Chest  recognizes  the  unpleasant 
but  undeniable  fact  that  life  in  these  United  States,  even 
in  photogenic,  tree-lined  Princeton,  is  not  all  that  it  should 
be  from  the  point  of  view  of  plain  decency  of  living.  For 
instance,  the  Social  Service  Bureau,  which  in  the  not  too 
long  ago  was  the  Village  Improvement  Society  employing 
only  a  visiting  nurse  and  a  social  worker,  now  finds  it 
essential  to  maintain  a  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic  staffed  by  a 
psychiatrist  and  three  psychologists  who  give  their  time 
as  a  service  for  families  and  children  of  the  Princeton 
Area. 

Without  overplaying  their  hands.  Chest  spokesmen  can 
emphasize,  for  the  information  of  "Five  in  Six"  and 
for  the  possible  guidance  of  those  thinking  of  making  it 
"Six  in  Six,"  that  as  Princeton  has  more  than  doubled 
in  population  the  value  of  the  Chest  dollar  has  been  almost 
halved.  However,  where  campaign  quotas  between  1938 
and  1941  ranged  from  $67,500  to  $69,000,  the  figures  for 
1948  are  only  36  per  cent  above  pre-Pearl  Harbor  levels 
and  the  bulk  of  the  increase  lies  in  raising  lagging  salaries 
in  a  period  when  it  takes  more  and  more  to  buy  less  and 
less. 

For  their  willingness  to  shoulder  financial  responsibili- 
ties that  should  be  the  concern  of  all  of  Princeton;  for 
their  deep  interest  in  making  the  Chest  a  community  un- 
dertaking in  every  sense  of  the  word  community;  "Five  in 
Every  Six"  are  Town  Topics'  nominees  for 
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The  Issue  Is  Clear.  Forty-eight  hours 
after  President  Truman  asked  the  na- 
tion to  do  without  meat  on  Tuesdays, 
go  without  poultry  and  eggs  Thursdays 
and  cut  down  on  bread  consumption, 
plans  to  this  end  were  being  laid  in 
Princeton.  In  war  and  peace  since  Pearl 
Harlbor,  shortages  had  often  meant  self- 
denial  but  sometimes  the  reason  was 
not  always  clear.  This  time,  it  was 
written  on  the  wall  for  any  thinking 
man  or  woman  to  read  and  make  his 
choice. 

In  process  of  formation  was  a  joint 
committee  of  townspeople  and  Prince- 
ton undergraduates  who  planned  quick, 
well-phrased  appeals  to  restaurant  and 
hotel  owners  and  consumers  alike.  A 
meeting  of  th:  heads  of  all  establish- 
ments which  serve  meals  was  on  the 
schedule  for  the  weekend,  so  that  next 
Tuesday  might  be  proclaim rd  meatless. 

Properly  enough,  the  University 
showed  the  way  by  announciiig  plans 
for  meatless  Tuesdays  «?.-'  Fridays,  no 
eggs  or  poultry  the  lattri-  day,  one 
slice  of  bread  per  man  per  meal.  Pros- 
pect Avenue  eating  clubs  were  likely  to 
follow  suit. 

For  the  newly-formct!  Princeton  Civic 
Association  (which  was  in  need  of  a 
project  to  unify  its  immediate  actions), 
the  task  of  seeking  consumer  cooper- 
ation seemed  a  niturnl.  If  it  dodged 
the  first  issue  placed  squarely  before  it, 
it  would  have  difficulty  justifying  its  fu- 
ture   existence. 

Within  the  home,  it  was  purely  a 
matter  of  individual  belief  in  the  ne- 
cessity for  voluntary  restrictions;  eat- 
ing establishments  (whose  cooperation 
in  the  campaign  to  conserve  bread  and 
fats  a  year  ago  was  marred  by  a  few 
blatant  exceptions)  were  likely  to  find 
public  opinion  much  stronger  against 
them  if  they  chose  not  to  tailor  their 
menus  this  time.
